Ruling of Suprem e Court 


Causes Congressmen to R evive Old 


B ills and D raft New Ones. 


Washington, March 13. — Attorney 
General W ickersham 
indicated tfiat 
there was a si tong likelihood ut a re­ 
hearing being asked of the supreme 
court in the "patent monopoly" ease 
decided by a divided bench, four to 
thieo. 
He said that he had taken the mat­ 
ter up by letter with the parties at 
Issue, asking it a rehearing was de­ 
sired. The government, not being a 
party to the suit, can act only through 
the defeated parties. 
The rehearing 
would be asked on th*1 giound that a 
full bench i.aJ not passed on the case 
Several Is Ila to curb the monopoliz­ 
ing power *>i patentees over un pat 
anted articles used in operating pat­ 
ented machines began to show life in 
congress.
